Prices paid by retailers for
sweet potatoes on the mar-
kets this year also are below
the 1930 level. Recent quo-+
tations were 114 cent to 1%
cents per pound as compared
to 214 to 214 cents last year.
And pumpklns are half-cent
a pound cheaper, so the ple
should be a cinch.

Celery, however, seems to
have developed an obstinate
streak  from the consumers’
standpoint.  Celery is being
quoted at. $2 to $2.50 per
crate this year. In 1930 the
